co policemen gave differing

( At issue was whether In- 
spector John O’Shea of the San 
Francisco Police Department 
tried to warn agents protecting 
the President that he had con- 
r sidered Mrs. Mooro a potential 
•v threat to the. President, and 
how htrongiy he had conveyed 
his views. 

^-Further, the Senator ques- 
tioning the witnesses sought to 
find out why, if Mr. O'Shea had 
Issued a specific' warning, the 
Secret Service had not placed 
Mrs. Moore in custody.
